APPROVED BY THE POPE. 

Archbishop Langevin's Course on the School 
Question Not Condemned-Rev. Dun- 
can Campbell Dead. 

WiN.Mi'KO, March O.—CSpecial)— There 
was only a brief session of tbe Manitoba 
legislation to-day, owing to tbe absence 
of Premier Greenway from the city. 

The postponement of the second re.td- 
ing of the bill to amend the public school 
act has given rise to many rumors, biU 
in repiv to in(iuiriea it ia learued there 
is no intention of advancing the measure, 
though it was introduced early in the 
seaaion, till after the estimatea have 
been disiioeed of, and therefore the 
Attorney-! leneral will not move for its 
second readin;j; till then. 

The Grand Orange lodge convention 
for Manitoba was not opened to-day at 
Brandon on account of bad weather. 
Snow ia delaying trains iu all parts of 
the province. 

Rev. Duncan Campbell, Presbyterian 
clergyman at Holland, died to-day at the 
residence of his father-in-law, Stoney 
Mountain, from paralysis. 

Mr. RodHd, leader of the opposition, 
gave notice in the legislature to-day that 
he would move a resolution regretting 
that Attorney-General Cainerou luut 
neglected to institute criminal proceed- 
inga against William G. King for per- 
jury, on the tiround that he was a Lib- 
eral, .M r. Roblin charges that King 
comiintted perjury in connection with 
the recent Miir<iuelte election trial.

As readers of The Miner are well 
aware, arrangements were completed 
Bome daya ago for a mill test of ten tons 
of low-grade Le Koi ore with a view to 
determining whether such ore was sua 
ceptible ol coiiuontnition. This teat was 
made yeBterday and it proved siieeeBaful 
in every way. In tlie early part of the 
evening we learnt enough of what had 
been done to become satisfied of the auc- 
ceas of the experiment, but as neither 
Captain Hall, the superintendent of the 
Le Roi mine, nor anyone else in author 
ity woulJ consent to an interview, we 
wired our S|)okiine cor^.'spondent to s^o 
Colonel I'eytun, the managing director 
of the Le Roi company, and get a state- 
ment from him. His reply to our mess- 
sge came at a late hour and was as fol- 
io wa : 

"Spokane, Wash., March 5.— Colonel 
Pevton says tlio mill test was most salis- 
fae'tory and la a complete success in 
every way. The ore was taken from the 
waste dump and was supposed to con- 
tain a value of $10 per ton. There was 
saved on the plalea gold to the value of 
$7.uO per ton. Colonel Peyton aaya thia 
solves the i)r'jblem regarding silicious 
ores." 

now THE TEST WAS MAUK. 

Several weeks ago, on the occasion of 
his laat visit to the camp. Manager Rust, 
of tlie Tiicoma smelter, stated in an in- 
terview published in the Miner that he 
hail made a number of concentration 
teats of tlio low grade silicious ores of 
the Le Koi mine, and that he had be- 
come salistied the ore woulil concentrate 
about seven tons into one. He also 
stated that he liad informed Colonel 
Peyton and other inembera of the Le 
Koi directorate of his experiments antl 
advised them to get the use of the O. 
K.'s 10 Btainp mill for a day and run 
throui^h a carload of their ore for a tost. 

S lortly after this the directors of the 
Le Koi company made an arrangement 
with Joseph L. Waruer, manager of the 
O.K. mine, for the uae of the U.K. mill, 
and shipped down to the mill about 11 
tons of ore -from their waste dump. 
This ore was supposed to average about 
$10 per ton, but its exact assay value 
was not known at the time, though we 
presume it is known to the Le Roi man- 
agement now. 

succi:.-*3 OK THi; i:xri;iirMi;NT. 

The day before yesterciny the O.K. 
mill was cleaned up and yedterday the 
above lot of Le Koi ore was run through. 
After it had all been crushed a sample 
was taken. The ore was then put 
through the stamp mill and concentra- 
tor and samples taken of the concen- 
trates and tailings. When these sam- 
ples have all been assayed the Le Roi 
management will know exactly what 
sort of a proposition they have to deal 
with, but from the fact, as stated by 
Col. Peyton, that gold to the value of 
$7.50 per ton was saved on the plates, 
they already know that the ore is nearly 
as Irfii; milling as that of the O.K. itself. 

'I'hia result anrpagses all expeoUitions. 
It was hoped on all bauds that it would 
be found that the ore would concentrate 
and tliua enable freight and smelting 
charges to be aaved on aiic tons out of 
seven. That it would prove to be prac- 
tically free milling, we think, hardly en- 
tered into anyone's calculations. 

WHAT IT AM. MKANS. 

The results hinging on this experi- 
ment with the low grade silicious ores of 
the Le Roi mine are fraught witi: im- 
portance to the camp. It aolves the 
problem, as Colonel Peyton says, aa to 
tlie future of the great bulk of our low 
erade ore, for, as a rule, in this camp the 
large bodies of low inrade ore are highly 
silicious and therefore subject to a heavy 
smelting charge if reduced by Are. The 
knowledge that the ores are to a large 
extent free milliug, means that all ores 
running over %\ or f5 per ton will now 
be treated rit;Ut at the mines, and posai- 
blv in time we shall be able to treat orea 
as low as $2, as is now done at the Tread 
well mine in Alaska, and tbeBlack Hills 
in l)al;ota

U. S. TARIFF LAW, 

Dingley BiU to Be Introduced Soon AAer 
ReasRcmbling of Congress- Some 
Expected Features. 

Washington,- March 9. — Chairman 

Dineley, of the wayeand means commit- 
tee, aaid to-day that he expected the 
now tariir bill would be ready to bo in- 
troduced in the houae very aoon after 
congreas asaembled. Speaking of the 
report that the law might provide that 
the dutiea aaaeased should go into etlect 
immediately upon the introduction of 
the bill, Mr. Dingloy aaid that it would 
bo imposaible under our legislation to 
make a law retroactive. Duties, he 
said, must be assessed, according to the 
law on th-? statute books, at the time 
the goods were imported. The law could 
provide that goods Still in bund should 
pay the new duty if they had 
not been withdrawn from bond 
at the time the law went into 
eU'ect. The free lis:, schcdulo was 
completeil. Nearly all the remaining 
articles which had not been disposed of 
and which were dntiablo under the Mc- 
Kinley law have been restored to the 
dutiable list at a rate somosvliat less 
than the McKinley rates. These addi- 
tions to the dutiable liat included some 
chemicals used in the manufacture of 
soaps, and it may bo necessary to in- 
crease the duty which had been placed 
on soapa in the firat dralt of the bill, to 
make up for thia change as to raw ma- 
teriala. The pottery schedule has not 
yet been completed, and there is yet 
considerable question as to whether or 
not the ad valorem rate ot the McKinley 
law shall be restored or specific duties 
imposed.

NANAIIMO.

Situated as it is at the junction 
of the Xorth and South Forks of Kettle 
rivers, and being the gateway through 
w hu h ! he travel to and from the Boun- 
dary Creek district and tho Colville In- 
dian reservation must pass, the trade of 
tbe-ic sections will How toward it juat 
as water runs down hill. It will bo the 
future smelter site because it is lower 
than any of tha great camps which sur- 
round it and it is not probable that min- 
ing (•orporatious will haul ore up hill to 
a smelter when by taking it down hill 
they are also taking it nearer transporta- 
tion. Besides it is situated in the centre 
of Grand Prairie, one of the richoat agri- 
cultural districts in the province, from 
which the mining camps from the sur- 
rounding districts are jjound to come for 
their supply of fruits, yegetab'ea, and in 
fact all farm produce.

To Tin-; ]M)rrou:— In the first jihiee 
the fanners are free agents and are not 
coinpellod to horrow, althontrii they do 
so in many instances, and mighty civil 
Ihoy are when askin;; lor a loan, and 
very glad and thankful they are when 
they Ret the cash in hand, hut all this 
they soon forget and look on the lender 
as an inhuman brute, who ia doing them 
a great injury. The borrowing farmer is 
supposed to have aome common sense, 
and do buelQess with his eyes 
open and is no donbt well salis- 
lied that a timely loan with 
which he can jnirchaso cattle and iinple- 
nieiits, will repay hiin well. Let naiiow 
see what his grievances arc. Take the 
avernije of loans to farinerH at ifl.OlK), at 
8 per cent., this would cost him .$80 per 
annum or .fli.tii) per month. .Sui)posin)^ 
he could net his $1,000 at 5 per cent, the 
cost would he .faO per annum, a saving of 
ii-'-'.riO per month. Xow, if a farmer is to 
he enriched, or luineil, by .'f2.ri0 ikt 
month he had better not horrow or farm. 
The idea of the >;overumcnt havinu' to 
turn money-lender is absurd, it would 
lead to disaster and political itninorality 
— the borrower would rather not pay hi.s 
interest — if the governtnent pressed him 
it would be arraigned in the bouse by 
the political friends of the borrower, as 
cruel and inhuman. The farmer must 
look for cheap money elsewhere.

to certain bills. Has be the right to do 
this, and, if not, what; is the effect of 
Ilia having done so? 

First, as to the question of right. The 
prerogative of tho crown to asaent to 
bills is never exercised while the House 
of Commons is in session. The Sovereign 
comes down or sends a conimiBsioner 
down to the House of Lords, the Com- 
mons is summoned, and niembera are 
informed that the royal assent has 
been given. The conatitution of the 
British Empire does not contemplate 



no difference of opinion as to the neces- 
Bity for the improvement of the business 

streets at the earliest possible day. It 
does not appear as if tht' Mayor's plan 
woiilil meet very general approval, the 
principal objection to it being that it is 
only of a temporary nature and would 
entail considerable expense for mainten- 
ance, while never being wholly satisfac- 
tory. The objection to a brick pave- 
ment on the ground of noise is a very 
serious one. If demonstration is needed 
on this point it can be had without going 
any further than Seattle. Three of the 
principal business streets in that city 
are paved with brick, and although they 
are considerably wider than our business 
streets the noise of trafHc is a very great 
annoyance. There is a great deal 
of traflic on Government street, and as 
it is by no means a wide street, if it 
were paved with brick, the noise would 
be almost intolerable. It would lower 
the rental value of every business house 
on the street more than it would be en- 
hanced by the improvement. For years 
to come Government street will be an 
important retail centre, and for this 
reason the paving material should be of 
as noiseless a character as possible. 
Whatever may be done with the others 
Government street ought to be paved 
with wooden blocks, 

AVhether or not there should be a 
frontage ta.x is a question upon which 
there is a diU'erence of opinion. It is 
said that if an attempt were made to get 
legislation to autliorize this tax, 
the great unpopularity of such a 
measure would be at once ap- 
parent. As yet we are without 
evidence of this unpopularity. We are 
not very clear as to with whom the tax 
would be unpopular. Take the case of 
the property owners who would have to 
pay it, s.iy those on Government street 
exaiiiiile. .Su))pose tiiu law were 
such that they could have this street 
paved at their sole expense on the con- 
dition that having done so their properly 
on this street would be rel'eved of any 
further contribution to the expense of 
puttiiii; down permanent i)avemontH or 
milking otlier street improvements ex- 
cept repairs, would ii not pay them in 
the long run? Take property on this or 
any other street, would it not enhance 
its value to have it known that for the 
next fifteen or twenty years it would bo 
relieved in whole or partof any contri- 
bution towards the expense of paving 
otlier streets? We are inclined to the 
opinion that if the law permitted the 
levying of the whole cost of permanent 
improvements upon the abutting prop- 
erty, such property after the perman- 
• ent improvements were made to be 
exempt from contribution to tho coat of 
permanent improvements elsewhere, we 
would Boon se'ea great betterment in otir 
streets. A healthy rivalry would spring 
up between localities with excellent re- 
sults. But so that the improvements 
are made and made at once, wo are not 
very greatly concerned as to how the 
cost is distributed. The only object in 
bringing this phase of the qtieation uj) is 
to have it settled before tlie work of per- 
manent improvement is begun. 

Tho thing now most to be thought of 
is how to crystallize the talk of the last 
few months into action. As waa said in 
the first article in the Cdi.onist during 
the present discussion, the matter under 
our law rests with the property owners 
of the city at large. They must 



Boor of the House of Commons at any 
time. In most of the Canadian pro- 
vinces the legislature consists only of 
one branch. Hence it is not easy to 
apply to their parliamentai-y practice 
the rule followed in the British i)arlia 
ment; but this of itself shows that the 
time and manner of giving the royal 
assent to bills must be determined by 
those bodies. Since the British constitu- 
tion does not require the assent to be given 
to bills when the House of Commons is 
is session, and the practice is to the con- 
trary, it follows that there is no consti- 
tutional objection to the Lieutenanc- 
Governor's assenting to bills at any 
time. For this we conclude that the 
Lieutenant-Governor was within ^is 
constitutional right in signifying his as 
sent to the bills in ([uestion at the time 
and in tho manner followed on Tliurs 
day. 

Having arrived at this conclusion, it 
is unimportant to consider what would 
be the ell'ect of the royal assent given 
under circumstances which might be 
deemed an infringement upon the priv- 
ileges of the house ; but as sometimes 
iliieations are raised of this nature, it is 
well to say tliat the records of parlia- 
ment are coiiclnsivo evidence of every- 
thing contained therein, and inasmuch 
as the Journal of (Thursday last 
shows the assent of the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor to have been given to 
the acts referred to, the whole world is 
estopped from saying that such assent 
has not been regularly given. The cor- 
rectness of tlie entry on the .Journal of 
Th ursday can never be iiii ijeaclied anj'- 
where or at any time. Hence it follows 
that Mr. Speaker was wholly wrong in 
suggesting that doubts might exist as to 
the legality of acta done under the auth- 
ority of the bills which on that day be- 
came law. 

It may Ije well to add liy way of i-x- 
planalion tliat tiio courac talicii l)y the 
Lieutenant - Ciovernor was foiluwed 
through inadvertence and without any 
intention of violating precedents or of 
showing any discourtesy to the House or 
M r. Speaker.

Mr. Forster's resolution in regard to 
the Coast-Kootenay railway met the 
fate which the Colonist intimated it 
would, for Mr. Speaker very promptly 
ruled it out of order, before the pro- 
moter of it had a chance to speak. 

Dr. Walkem's resolution for a detailed 
statement of the moneys donated to the 
EamloopsFireOompanycalledoutaques- 
tion from the Premier as to what was 
meant by it and an admission by the 
Doctor that he did not know himself. 
The motion was allowed to pass, and 
now the question arises whether* ttie 
donations were public or private and 
whether it is any businesB of the legisla- 
ture what was done with thetn. 

Dr. Walkem's resolution for a return 
showing the fees and emoluments re- 
ceived by the sherilTs, includuig those 
under bills of sale and disiress warrants 
was not opposed, but both the Premier 
and the Attorney-t^oneral took tho point 
that inasmuch as the fees received by the 
sherill's under bills of sale and distresa 
warrants were not paid to them by 
virtue of their otiicial position, it was 
doubtful how far the house could order a 
return of them. Mr. Speakcir thought 
that the sheriffs being government ofli 
cera the house might order them to send 
in the information, and Dr. Walkeiu 
thought that the house had a right, to 
know how much income the sherilh 
made, seeing that they are public officers 
By the same principle Mr. Speaker bii- 
ing an otlicer. of the house, that body 
may require iiiui to tell how much he 
makes out of his Kootenay investmentB. 
and Dr. Walkeni being in receipt of a 
sessional allowance, tho houte may re- 
([uiro him to tell how much in addition 
he makes out of his practice. The Pre- 
mier and Attorney-General were right, 
and they might properly have insisted 
that the resolution should be amended ; 
but it was perhaps better to let the mat- 
ter pass, and at some subsequent time 
dispose of the question as to the right of 
the house to inquire into the private 
sources of income of the sheriffs.

A GREAT DISCOVERY. 

We reprint elsewhere from liie Eoss- 
land Miner the result of a test of ten tons 
of low grade Le Roi ore, to which brief 

reference was made in our telegrams. 
Tho result is of a very satisfactory char- 
acter. It would not be wise to jump has- 
tily at any general coiudusion, but if 
what proved true of tho ten tons of Le 
Roi rock liolds good of any considerable 
proportion of other low grade British 
Columbia ores, wo are face to face with 
possibilities that are simply limitless. 
Tho Miner says " it is clearly within the 
range of possibility that ore assaying 
from $2 to $3 per ton may bo worked." 

The whole mining community has 
been looking forward to the discovery of 
a method for treating low grade ores and 
the most hopeful anticipations have been 
indulged in as to the conse(iuenceB that 
would flow from it. The experiment 
with the Le Koi ore may not fully settle 
the question, but it is the first stop and 
a long one in that direction. It proves 
that some of the low grade ores are free 
milling and concentrating. What pro- 
portion such ores bear to the whole re- 
mains to be determined.

Mr. Macpherson'a jiroposed amend- 
ment to the Lillooet, Fraser Kiver and 
Cariboo tiold Field's bill was ruled out 
of order, but it is expected to come up 
again.

the Lieut. -Governor is entitled " An Act 
for consolidating in one act certain pro- 
visiona usually inserted in acts authoriz- 
ing the taking of lands for undertakings 
of a public nature." This act is drawn 
after the Imperial hands ( 'laufcs Act of 
IK IT) and i.s for the purpose of enacting 
in one general act, all necessary iirovi- 
sions regarding the valuation of lan<ls 
expro]iriated, eompcnsatioii to owners 
anil to Mh; )iiireliaHe under compulsory 
powers of laiitiB held by infants and per- 
sons under disability. This will avoid 
the enacting ol Bueh provisions in every 
private act passed and will also secure 
uniformity of procedure. The act was 
first applied to Vancoiiver island by 
reference to the Imperial act on Feb. 
25, 1863 and was continued in Gap 05 
of the consolidated acts 1888. The 
bill now before the h9a8e sets 
out in full the provisions of the Imperial 
Act as adapted to British Cqlumhia, 
local institutions and procedure and the 
intention is to apply it to the private 
acta incorporating all companies for 
public enterprises except railway com- 
panies which come uiuior tlio Railway 
Act. The bill is now brought down wit h 
Bpei'ial reference to the forthcoming act 
dealing' with water rights and privileges. 
The bill itself does not confer power of 
expropriation but merely provides pro- 
cedure for carrying out such powers as 
may be given by any special private act 
incorporating n company. If the com- 
pany is unable to buy by agreement the 
land required eflectivo arbitration pro- 
vifcione are provided including power to 
Jake the lands of absentee ovvners and 
pay the value into the provincial treas- 
ury subject to their order.

PEOVINCIAL POLICE COUKT. 

Continuation ot Testimony in the Jones- 
Case— More About Grocery Bills. 

In the provincial police court yester 
day the bearing of the case, Regiua v 
Jones, was resumed before the 
police m agistrate. James Pirn, 

■"anclier of the Lake district the 
first witness, testified to knowing 
cused and to having seen her in l''oote's 
house a couple of times during the last 
three montlis, and once one in the room 
with foote. He then overheard a con 
versation between accuaed ami .Mr. l'"oote 
Accused said that she had seen iMr. Mc- 
Neill that day, who had told her that 
iMr. Foote had charged every one of 
stealing from him when they left him 
and said, " now, if you charge mo of 
stealing I will take the shirt from your 
back." Mr. Foote in reply saiu to the 
eli'ect that he had said no auch thing. 
Thia conversation occurred on February 
18. About the end of November or jtbe 
beginning of December accused was at 
tlie house of witness, but bedid not hear 
her make any remark about Foote. Be- 
fore this she was in during the 
time she was at Mr. I'oote's. S!ie 
was talking of Foote and mentioned 
how much money lie bad, about .^li.OOO, 
witness thougtit she said, and remarked 
that she would spend it for the " old 
aoniething, witness would not 



swear to the word used. Upon Mr. II ua- 
sey pressing wicnees for the word, Mr. 
Archer Martin, for the defence, respect- 
fully suggested tliat the court aliunld 
reprimand Mr. Hussey for liLs outrage- 
oiia conduct in trying to put into tlie 
witness' mouth w hat he would not swear 
to. This was all the conversation that 
witness remembered on this occasion. 
Witness further stated that on Feb. IS, 
about (i p.m., he saw a wagon-load of 
something coming out of Foote's lane, a 
one horse rig and Mr. Jones, accused's 
husband, in charge of it. It came onto 
the main road and went in the direction 
of Victoria and of Mrs. Jones' house, 
called the Red Barn. Did not know 
where the load went. The same even- 
ing about 7 :;!0 he saw a wagon on the 
main road at the entrance to Foote'a 
lane. Mr. .Jones and Mr. Douglass were 
there. Could see by a lantern carried 
by one of them that there was a load of 
soraethiinr. It went in the . same direc- 
tion as the previous load, but whither 
witness did not know. On l"eb- 
ruary 111, between midday and 10 
o'clock p.m., saw another wagon come 
from Foote's house. Witness was over 
one hundred yards behind it; did not 
see who was in charge of it. It went to 
Jones' red barn ; did not see it unloaded. 
t>n the wagon were some boxes which 
looked like apple cases— the fifty-pound 
size. . 

By ^\Ir. Martin— Had seen accused 
three times from November IS to Feb- 
ruary IS. The conversation related, be- 
tween -Mrs. .lones and witness, was 
within the last twelve months; it might 
have been eight or six months ago. 
Witness iniglit have said to accused tha' 
he heard that Foote was a dirty man. 

By the Court — The first loud appeared 
to be [uriiiture. Witness tliouglit so be- 
cause he knew the Jones' were moving. 

Mrs. ICde, the housekeeper who auc- 
ceeded the accused in the employ of 
Mr. Foote, was next called, and testified 
to the finding of a email ipmntity of pro- 
visions in Foote's house wheu she took 
charge, on February H> last. The house- 
hold consists of boote, witness, and two 
children. The cost of groceries for the 
last three weeks, apart from articles 
found in the house, had amounted to 
$11. (This evidence was objected to by 
the defence.)

TMrd Session of the Seventh Farliament. 

NINETEENTH DAY. 

Tdkkoay, March 9. 
Mr. Speaker took tliecliairat2o'clock. 
Prayers by Rev. J, II. S. Sweet. 
Mr. Hume preaented a petition from 
A. St. G. Hnnimersley and otliers, and 
asking for leave to present a private bill 
to incorporate the Bediington c<c Nelson 
railway. The private bills committee 
—had already reported that the bill had 
'.Tjot complied with the standing orders 
&e to the time for publication, but the 
proper length of time baring einco 
.elapsed the company Bougbe to have 
ibejrbiU r,ejnBtated. 
The request Rf»8 granted, Mr. Speaker 
/intimating that tliQ payment of double 
' leeei would be neceesijry to reinstate the 
.WU. 

^'f. Cotton preaented a petition from 
free miners in Kootenay district iieking 
that the legislature would not grant auy 
charters to divert water from the streams 
of that district without due care beins 
taken to preserve water for the use of 
the public. 

Xfie annual report ot the librarian was 
presented and- received . 

Mr. Kennedy introduced a bill to fur- 
ther amend the Pharmacy Act, 1891. 

The bill was read a first time ; second 
readinp on Thursday. 

The Hon. Mr. Tnrner moved that the 
speech of His Honor the Lieut.-Governor 
at the opening of the present session be 
taken into consideration on Monday 
next. 

Carried, 

Hon. D. M. Eberts presented a niea- 
BaKe from the Lieutenant Governor 
transmittint; a bill "to consolidate in 
one act certain proviaiona uauully in- 
serted in acts authorizing the taking of 
lauds for undertakings of a public na- 
ture." 

The message was considered in com- 
mittee of the whole, and the bill was re- 
ported to the house and read a first time ; 
£^cond reading on Wednesday. 
,i Oa motion of Mr. Booth the house re- 
solved itself into a cqmmittee of the 
whole, Mr. Hume in the phair,1o con- 
sider the advisability of introducing a 
bill for placing restrictions on the grant- 
ing of licenses in rural di.stricte. 

The committee rose and reported; tbo 
bill was read a firet time and placed on 
the orders for second reading ou Mon- 
day. 

Mr. Walkcm moved, seconded by Mr. 
Helracken that an order of the house 
be granted for a return giving a 
detailed atatement of the travelling 
expeuses of ministers on duty, together 
■witii a? statement of any advances made 
in connection therewith; the dates 
thereof; such return to embrace a 
period between June 30, ISOti, and Slst 
December, 1S9G. Carried. 

Mr. Forster moved — Whereas, in the 
present stage of mining development 
in British Columbia, the construction 
of railways has become an imper- 
' ative necessity ; and whereas the 
construction of a railway from the 
Coast to Southern Kootenay and on 
through the Crow's Nest Pass, has 
become particularly de.sirahle ; and 
whereas it is deemed to be in the inter- 
est of the people that such railway 
should be constructed and owned by the 
government: and whereas the province 
annually pays into the Dominion treas- 
ury a sum several hundred thousand 
dollars in excess of tliesum returned to 
it in subsidies, public works and its 
eliare of the co.st of administration ; 
therefore be it resolved that in the opin- 
ion of this house the government of Brit- 
ish Oolambia should enter Into negotia- 
tions with the Dominion government to 
secure the construction by that govern- 
ment, or by that government with the 
RSBietance of this province, of a railway 
from the Coast to Crow's Ni'at I'ass; and 
that failing the acceptance by the Do- 
minion government of this policy, tlio 
provincial government should i'iidi'av(jr 
to obtain from the Dominion govern- 
ment such aseistunce as will enable 1 lie 
province to build the railway as a pro- 
vincial work without straining its re- 
sources too heavily, 

Hr. Speaker ruled that the motion was 
out of order as contemplating the ex- 
penditure of public moneys.' 

Mr. NValkem moved, seconded by Mr. 
Semlin, that an order of this house be 
granted for a return gi'-'i'if,' ''i detailed 
atatement of all money donated to the 
Xamloops Fire Company prior to the in- 
corporation of that town, to whom paid, 
and details of expenditure, if any. 'Car- 
ried. 

Mr. Macpherson moved that an order of 
this house be granted for a copy ol all 
correspondence in connection with the 
resignation of Dr. Watt as secretary ot 
the provincial board of health, andot all 
applications for the position. Carried. 

Mr. Walkem moved, seconded by Mr. 
Ilelmcken that an order of this 
house be granted for a return 
showing the fees and emoluments 
received by all sheriffs, such re- 
turn to include all fees received by them , 
their deputies and bailiffs, from chattel 
mortgages, bills of sale and distress war- 
rants, for financial year ending June 
18!)fi. Carried. 

Mr. Booth moved that the fifteenth 
report of the committee on private bills 
he adopted, and the standing rulea and 
orders bo suspended to enable the hill 
entitle<l " The Yukon Mining, Trading 
and Transportation Company " (Foreign) 
to be' introduced. 

Carried. 

Mr. Braden to ask the Minister of 
Mines the following questions: 

1. Havo any applications for record of 
mineral claima in lands granted by the 
Hudson's Bav Company to settlers on 
Vancbayer Island, the minerals in which 
have beeh reserved by the Hudson's Bay 
Company, been refused? 

2. if BO, what are the names of the ap- 
plicants and the dates of the applica- 
tions? 

3. And the grounds upon which such 
applications (if any) were refused? 

Hon. Col. Baker replied: 

1. " Yea." 

2. " F. G. Ilicharda and others in 1891, 
and Alfred De«kin in February 18117." 

y. " On the ground that the property 
was not land whereon the right to enter 
»nd mine for gold and silver has been 
reserved to the crown and its licensees." 

Mr. Macpherson, on the motiou to ad- 
opt the report of the committee on the 
Lillooet, Fraser lliver and Cariboo Gold 
Fields bill, moved to insert the provi- 
eiona of which, he bad given notice pro- 
hibiting the employment of Chinese or 
Japanese on the works of the company. 

Mr. Sword inquired of Mr. Speaker if 
theclanses proposed by Mr, Macpherson 
were in order, for they seemed to go be- 
yond the scope of the bill as introduced 
and it . was, in Mr, Sword's opinion, 
Against the .whole spirit of private bills 



legislation to go so far beyond the scope 
of the bill, wtiich. merely asked for leave 
to remove.,jUiy.d^nbt8 as to^^the c^m 
pany's power,to change their articles; of 
incorporation.. .Be was not able to qu,ote 
any authority on the matter, but he was 
sure that it was only when introduced by 
the government that such an amend- 
ment was allowable. 

Hun. Col. Baker believed that the 
adoption of such an nnientlment making 
such a great change in the act when all 
the company had come to the house for 
was to niake it clear that they could 
alter their articles of agreement, would 
tend to discredit the whole legislation of 
the liouse. 

Mr. Speaker ruled that the amend- 
ment wfis out of order, because such an 
amendment could not be brought np on 
report. Notice might bo given of its 
being moved at the third reading, how- 
ever, though it was even then open to 
the objection that it travelled beyond 
the scope of a bill that asked for no 
powers. 

The debate on Dr. Walkem's motion 
that in the opinion of the house the tas 
upon mortgages bears upon diflerent 
membei'ao! a cominunitv, was adj )urued 
tin Friday. 

Mr. ilelmcken brought up a question 
of order in regard to the proceedings in 
the house on Thursday. He had noticed 
that after the recess which had been 
taken to await the Lieut-Governor's ar- 
rival to assent to the Incorporation of 
Cities hill, the Lieut.-Governor and not 
the Speaker bad been in the chair when 
tbe house opened again. Should not the 
Speaker have .openbd the house, and 
would the ooSisaion have any effect on 
the validity of tbe bills assented to, he 
wanted to know? 

Mr. Speaker considered the question 
an important one, and recalled the in 
cidenta that had taken place on the day 
in question. He had c.tlled a recesa ti' 
3 :30 and had requested to be informed in 
his room when the Lieut.-Governor 
was ready to enter the houae. He had, 
however, through some inadvertence, 
not been called at the time. He thanked 
Jlr. Ilelmcken for bringing up the mat- 
ter, and remarked that there might be a 
question of procedure as to whether the 
buamegs of the house could be carried on 
without tbo presence of the speaker 
He had done what be could to remedy 
the matter by signing tbe record, and 
hoped the oversight would have no bad 
e fleets, 

Hon. Col. Baker presented a return of 
the securities deposited withtlie govern 
ment on Januaf-y 10, 1891, and regularly 
renewed for the faithful performance of 
the duties of official administrators of 
intestate estates. 

Hon. Col. Bak(r also presented a re 
turn of correspondence in relation to a 
railway from the coast to the Columbia 
river. Among these letters ia one from 

G. H. Wilkinson last year, makinj 
proposition to the government in regard 
to tiie Suniasand Chilliwack reclamation 
scheme. The promoters of which desired 
the eoverament to guarantee tlieir 
bonds. Mr. Wilkinson points cut that 
it is necessary to carry out this scheme 
in order to allow the first instalment of 
the line from the coaat to Koot 
ehay to be built. Mr. T. E 
Julian outlines for the government the 
Peoples' Railway scheme and encloses 
letter from li. W. Wolf]' dated from the 
Reform Club, London, from T. \V. Fox, 
14 Deans Yard, Westminster ; from C 

H. Wilkinson to Messrs. H. C. Beeton 
estimating cost of lino of 850 miles at 
a total amount of $11,500,000 for 
the whole. Hero also the promoters 
wish the government to guarantee '.]' 
per cent, and Mr. Wilkinson says: "If 
the government will guarantee interest 
at ''^-y per cent. I will build the lines for 
bonds and if necessary I will arrange to 
postpone the payment of interest for say 
three years on the equivalent being 
added to capital. This would involve an 
annual charge of £80,500 ($426,000). It 
seems almost certain that the Dominion 
liovernment would give the orthodox 
.t:;,'^0(i per mile perhaps even more and 
tnia niiiy be put down at 320 miles 
(without the B. I. and F. V. Railway and 
the Steveston say ,tl,024,000) or nearly 
enough to pay the bonded interest for 
the lirat three years." 

Hon. Premier Turner replying to Mr. 
Julian under tiafe January 28 last said a 
general railway policy was being forinu- 
laleil by the governiijent. The corres- 
pondence also includes copies of reaolu- 
tiona piiHsed by the city councils of 
Vancouver, Victoria and other places in 
regard to the \'aneouver, Victoria and 
lOastern Railway and N'avigation Com 
pany. 

Tlie house then adjourned.

A ROUTE TO THK YUKON. 

To THK Editoi: : — [ have often been 
tempted to reply to Boine of the articlea 
recently appearins,' in. print reKurdinf; 
the openinu up of the Vukon country, 
a Bubject which ia iit present attracting 
great and deBorved attention. 

These articlea are all extremely inter- 
esting to the casual reader, but aome of 
them are extremely amusiae to anyone 
who from personal investigations and 
explorations is thoroughly conversant 
with the existing conditions. 

There can he no question whatever but 
that the old veteran. Captain Moore, is 
as well posted on these matters as any 
one can be, and great credit is due him 
for all he has done for tliat country. At 
the same time his financial interests are 
dependent upon (he selection of one par- 
ticular pasa, and no one can hlaini' him 
for looking oHt for Captain Moore. 

-Vlexander Hegg, U.C., has also ap- 
peared in the field as a strong champion 
of the route from the Stikine river to 
Teelin lake. 

It is not my desire to decry any of 
these routes, but from carefully reading 
his numerous articles, 1 am led to be- 
lieve that he is laboring under a mis 
taken impresBion ot a route of which 
till this last season practically nothing 
was known. 

In fact 80 little was known of this 
country that when the first 4)arty to 
croaa, headed by Jimmie Golbereth, of 
Telegraph creekf came acroaa this last 
Bt'aB(m tlieir Indian guides got lost in 
the swamps. I was camped ou Teslin 
lal;e wlicn Uiifi parly arrived ami gained 
all posaiblc infurmalion lioiii tlium. 

Later in ttie eeaaoii a huge parly of 
Tul-lhan Jndiana came acroaa to see the 
big lake. I was with theeu Iiidiana for 
some time and fouiui them very bright 
and willing to give any information. 
They are very expert on map making — 
generally drawn on the sand. 

The first 100 mile Irom Glenora or 
Telegraph creek towards the lake they 
know thorouirhly, as they have for yeara 
trapped on the Shea-lay, Doo-de-don-to, 
Nahlin (pronounced Nah-line) and Kos- 
kiu riverp, which all bead in that sec- 
tion and in confluence make the In-klin, 
river, one of the larger branches of the 
Taku river 

I havo no deaire whatever to discour- 
age Mr. l'>egg in hia undertaking, hut 
would suggest for Ilia own benefit that 
before putting any great amount of cap- 
ital into the opening of that route, he 
make a thorough inveatigation of what 
he Ill's to contend with, especially from 
the north bend of the Nahlin river across 
the country to Teslin lake. 

The article in the Colo.nist of March 
over tbe signature ot A. W. R. ia inter- 
esting and his suggestions, it npplicd to 
moat sections of J>. C, are very good in- 
deed, but show ho is not familiar with 
the particular section in qaestion. 

Owing to the oUiqate and the nature 
of the groand, there can never be a wag- 
on road operated there as a financial 
success, nor would it greatly benefit the 
miners. 

I am speaking entirely from the result 
of iny own personal exploriitiona, but 
the company I am now representing 
have spent several thou8a.nd dollars in 
this connection. 

The article of A. W. R. referred to is 
however ofTered by him aa a- suggestion 
"on the chance of its being of service ^at 
the present ji^nction." 

I can apBuce him that the carrying out 



of hia BUgrgeation will not he necesaary to 
the opening up of the Yukon country, 
for notwithetanding hia stateinenta that 
it ia "easier to get a charter for a. line 
than to build a line" and that he "feare 
it would be Bome time before the money 
would be found" for building such a 
line. I would state that the Yukon 
Mining, Trading and Transportation Co. 
have "found" the money neceasary to 
build and e(|uip a line of railway to 
Teslin Lake together with connectiiijr 
steamers both river and sea going. 

This proposition has been under in- 
vestigation for the past four years, hut 
contrary to the methodj apparently be- 
ing followed by some new arrivals in the 
field, the company first as individuals 
gathered all information and data, sent 
out parties, and after satisfying them- 
selves of the ultimate success of the 
undertaking if properly carried out, 
organized as a company for this pur- 
IKifci'. All necespary capital for carrying 
out the undertaking haa been provided 
for. 

The expense of the undertaking will 
be something enormous, but the natural 
resources of the country justify the ex- 
penditure. 

Mr. Begg makes one very strong point 
in favor of his route via Stikine, which 
ia that goods can be transferred at mouth 
of Stikine onto light draft ateamers 
which can ran up the river and land the 
freight right in B.C. territory, This is 
an item ot great ini|)ortancu to the iiier- 
chanta of 15.0., and simply inemia fiiit- 
ting the control of the trjuU' in yoarnwn 
hands. 

The point is well taken, Ini I by the 
way ot the Takn route exactly the same 
thing can bo done, and the diatance from 
salt water to the lake ia leaa than half 
whit it ia via the Stikine. 

The use of steamers on the lower Taku 
river would of course necesHitate the ex 
pondiluro of a few thousand dollars on 
improving the river to the boundary 
line, but the intention of the company is 
to continue the road on down to mouth 
ot Taku inlet as soon as theae interna- 
tional pointff are settled. It will not b( 
the policy of the company to do a trad 
ing DUBineBBj but confine themselves en- 
tirely to transportation and mining, en- 
couraging any meruliant to enter the 
liekl. L l'.\cKA:tn,

A eeneral meeting of this bank was 

lii'Ul recently at the Cannon street hotel, 
London, uuder tlie presidency of Sir 
liobert Gillespie, the chairman of the 
•court of directors. 

The secretary and manager, Mr. S. 
Cameron Alexander, haying read the no- 
tice convening the meeting, 

The Chairman said: Gentli'men, I 
iiave tiie honor of lueetiaj you to-day 
tor tho puriwse of submittini; for your 
jipproval the report and the statement 
of aecoiuita tor tlie half-year ending the 
yist ]»iiL-ouiUer hiat, and before resu ming 
my seat I will ask your adoption of them, 
But, gentlemen, uiy hrst duty, 1 feel, is 
tocxprcss that wliich is named in tho 
report, the deep re^jsret of luv coDeaeues 
juui of myself at the retirement of Jlr, 
Anderson Ironi the direction on account 
of increasing years, and, I am sorry to 
eay, of ill-"health : in him we lose not 
only one of our lirat elected directors and 
a deeply-regarded and respected friend, 
hut a colleague \v iee in counsel, ever at- 
tentive to the interests of the bank, and 
ahvays showing in an especial degree 
the greatest considerations to the 
opinions of hij colleagues. I am 
Kiire, gentlemen, one ami all of you will 
feel tho greatest regret at tlie necessity 
of Jlr. Anderson's resignation. The 
statements of accounts have now been 
in your hands for aomo days, and I doubt 
not liiiv(? received your attention, and 1 
feel coulideut yon will be assured of the 
strong financial position of the biink 
from tlie ligurej shown. This has arisen, 
in the lirst place, from the desire of the 
directors to continue to maintain the po- 
sition I eiiiphasized at our last general 
meeting, and partly from the fact tliat 
Uuring tne greater part of the past half- 
year of ]89t) the depression in the trade 
of British Columbia and the United 
States did not'encourage us to extend, 
bat rather to contract buaineBS, and thus 
it is, with the continaedl cbeapne^ss of 
money, that \vB meet joa to-day with a 
comparatively small return of profit for 
the past half-year. It is true that the 
last two months of the year have indi- 
cated improvement in business and a 
more conlldent anticipation of the fu- 
ture, and 1 am clad to say this ia con- 
firmed generally by our managers at the 
branches, so that 1 think I am warranted 
in the expectation that this long-con- 
tinued depression aod adverse condition 
of business are at last passing away, 
and that we are on the eve of greater 
Buecess and prosperity. (Applause.) 
The profit and loss account shows a 
Imlance at credit account of X14,921 18s, 
4d., out of which the directors recom- 
mend a dividend at the rate of 4 per 
(tent, per annum, which will absorb the 
sum of £12,001), leaving a balance of £'2,- 
9tl ISs. 4d..to be carried forward to next 
half-year. I have not much to report at 
this time on the old accounts, to wWch I 
referred BO fully at our meeting in July 
last. Ah already stated, tlie times in 
British Columbia and the United States' 
liave not been propitious to get in out- 
etandingB, or to realize eecaritiea with- 
out very serious depreciation, and we 
have tiicrefore deemed it more for the 
interest of the bank to extend forbear- 
ance to onr debtors, where advisable and 
practicable, and especially so in caees 
where the value of the securities held 
against the accounts has improved, and, 
with the now early prospect of revival 
in trade and further appreciation in the 
value of all classes of securities, we may 
reasonably hope that my expectations, 
as stated at our last meeting, both as 
regards the nltimate result of these ac- 
counts and the securities held against 
them, will be realized. (Heai,hear.) I 
may also mention, as corroborative of 
what I stated to you at the last meeting 
— and this I do with much satisfaction 
— that the eatimated value of the 
securities held against these bud 
and doubtful accounts now represents a 
sum in excess of the total amount in- 
voU etl. Vou njay remember that at the 
hitt meeting I explained that there was 
a (i, ili^rence between the amount ol debla 
and the aecuritica held of £10,000. The 
dillVrence is now in favor of the value of 
the securities, and with the improve- 
ment in buaineaa already referrei! lo, the 
value of these Beciivilie^, as well as the 
accounts themselves, iiiimt be sliU 
farther beneficially alleclcd. In the re- 
nort the directors announce the closing 
of the branches at Taconaa and Seattle, 
and the openinc of new branches at 
Ivaslo on the west shore of Kootenay 
laki', iiml at Sandon, in the Slocan divi- 
siuii of the Kootenay district in ]3ritish 
Columbia. As regards this decision of 
the di relators, in closing the two branchea 
iiillie I'nitcd States territory,] have 
lueiely to say that after several years' 
fXDcrieiiee of these jilaces the result 1ms 
!ni(,her been satisfactory uor remunera- 
tive, besides which, the realrietions and 
the heavy taxation imposed on foreign 
iiialitutiona in the United .'-states have 
overweighted any chance of profitable 
employtiient of capital. "We, therefore, 
closed these branches and have turned 
our attention to the more promising, 
and 1 hope more lucrative, fleld in the 
mining districts of Kootenay. I n)ay 
state that this decision in selecting 
these places waj urged upon us 
and sr.pported by tho reipiest of the 
rcBinenlB in tlioae a!i<i various other 
.])laces in the mining districts, and after 
caref'd e.x:amination on the spot by our 
chief oiUcer in British Columbia, and 
the selection of capable ollicers to inan- 
a'.'c the business, we have, as I liavo al- 
ready said, opened a branch at Kaslo 
and at Sandon, liaviiig nrev^oualy done 
so at Nelson, all liiree idacea being con- 
tiguous to the mining districts. So far, 
although it may ho too early to judge, 
■we have a fair expectation of success, 
And as the production oi the precious 
And other metals is - now beyond all 
doubt, I think I may fairly lead you to 
expect by these extenaiona an improved 
condition of the basinesa and of our pro- 
riitB in the future. There is a subject

nected with the bank from its early com- 
mencement, and who has filled," with 
much "advantage, the most reaponsible 
positions in the staff. This gentleman is 
about to return permanently to tliia 
country, antl we have made arrange- 
ments with him by which v;e ahall re- 
tain his services and experience as "gen- 
eral superintendent." Ho will at all 
times, or at any time, be prepared to 
visit the branchea whenever called upon 
to do so, and wo, lU the same time, in- 
tend on his permanent settlement in this 
country, and, with your approval, to 
recommend him as an exoflicio director. 
Mr. Ward's long and general experience 
of the country and the communities in 
British Columbia cannot but he, your 
directors think, a source of much ad- 
vantage to the court of directors and the 
bank generally. I now. beg to move — 
" That the report and statement of ac- 
counts, as now Bubmitted, be received 
and adopted." 

iNIr. Guy Oswald Smitli seconded the 
resolution. 

Mr. McKay wished to ask a qnestion 
willi reference to the old accounts to 
which the chairman had referred. It 
would be remembered that during the 
"ast two years .t 150,000 had been written 
oil' the reserve fund. 

The Chairman— £135,000. 

Mr. McKay desired to know whether 
a portion of that money was likely to 
come hack again to tho reserve fund. 
The chairman had said the accounts 
were improving in such a manner that 
the value of the debts was greater than 
the amount provided. In that case he 
(the speaker) presumed that by-and-hy 
the reserve fund would be credited with 
some portion of the amount that had 
been written oil". 

The Chairman — I do not think you are 
juatiiied in coming to that conclusion 
Iroiii anything I stated. I do not know 
whether yon were here in ,Iuly, when I 
referred particularly to those two items, 
tho total amount of the bad and doubt- 
ful debts and the securities lieliJ. These 
are the words I uaed on that occasion : 
" With regard to the future it was dan- 
gerous to prophesy. They had .C 170,000 
still due to them, but their responsible 
oflicers said that £170,000 was good. 
They had nearly £100,000 of security, 
which was good, against it. When this 
thing was wound up there mij^ht be 
some salvage, and that salvage, if tliey 
had the power to do so, would be carried 
back to the reserve fond." He had 
ni}thing to add to that except that the 
reduction in the debts since that date 
rejiresented nearly ,C42,00n (applause), 
and that at the present lime ttie eali- 
nu'.ted value of the securities they held 
was about i;l,200 in excess of the dobta. 

In re[)ly to Captain Challis, 

The Chairman said there was a 
vacancy <jn the direatorate of the bank, 
but it was not proposed that it should 
be tilled at present. 

Tne resolution was carried niiani- 
mously. 

The Chairman next propoaeil " That a 
diviilend be [laid on the paid-up capital 
of the bank at the rate of •! per cent, jier 
.inuum, free of income tax, for the half- 
year ended 31st December last, payable 
on or after 20th inst." 

This was seconded by Mr. H. .1. Gar- 
diner and agreed to. 

The chairman further moved the re- 
appointment of Mr. G. (). Smith as a 
director of the bank, at^snring the meet- 
ing that the advice and exp(nieirce of 
that gimtleinan as a banker wereoi great 
value to the inslitnlioii. 

?>lr.T.(i.(,jiile8pie seconded the motion, 
which was carried, and 

Mr. Smith briefly acknowledged the 
coinplinient. 

l)n the |)ioi)osition of Mr. Finch, 
seconded by Mr. ,1. N. .Scolt, Mr. Wynd- 
ham Gibbes and Mr. R. Cumming were 
reapjiointed auditors. 

1^1 r. Scott proposed a vote of thanks to 
the chairman and directors. 

Mr. Wrigley seconded the pro]308ition, 
and it was carried with acclamation. 

The chairman, in replying, thanked 
the shareholders for their approval ami 
confidence. The aim of the directors, lie 
said, was to maintain that confidence, 
and their desire was to advance tho in- 
terests of tho hank. He hoped the an- 
ticipations which be had held out might 
be realized, and that before very long, 
because un(]neationably they saw a 
marked iinprovenient in the business of 
the colony, and where the business of a 
colony increased, most of llie securities 
of that colony were improved thereby. 
(Applanse.) 

The meeting then terminated.

The deplorable manner in which 
ChineBe are now located at the Williams 
Head quarantine station on their arrival 
from the Flowery kingdom was very 
forcibly illustrated to those who went 
out on the tender Maude to meet the 
jiist-arrived C. V- R. ateamahip Empreas 
of India last evening,' The big trans- 
Pacific liner made the station from the 
Orient daring the early morning and the 
tender went out to brine the Chineee 
and mail for Victoria in to the city at 5 
o'clock. Long however before this the 
saloon passengers or at least tliose 
who desired to disembark hero 
had arrived on the tug Sadie. 
Confusion among the haplesa Chinese 
when tlie Mantle called to take the sl.v.ty- 
nine destined for Victoria on to the city 
was worse than confounded, and in ilm 
hurry and fuss which followed half did 
not apparently get what belonged to 
them, and some even lost every stitch of 
clothing they possessed. One poor being 
would have fared rather badly had not 
Mr. Hamilton Abbott, acting G.P.R. 
agent, and Customs Officer Beckwith 
taken compassion on him, and at a 
warm stove in the Mantle's cabin given 
him a ship's blanket to wrap about liiiii. 
The cold atmosphere of last evening 
offered little conilort to the wretchedness 
of the foreigners, and it is easy to imagine 
what their suUering would have been wlien 
let loose from a hot bathing room into 
the frcsli chilly air. tiuarantiue Oflicer 
Watt, liowever, says he did the best he 
could under the circumatancea with the 
means at hi<j disposal, and much of tiie 
misery which the Chinamen endured 
was directly attributable to their own 
excitement and non-cbmpliunce with 
the regulations. They forgot to present 
tiie checks given them for their personal 
effects, and in so doing brought on much 
trouble. When they had all been dealt 
with, the sailors were subjected to the 
bathing process and the mails wore 
>;.iven the usual fuuiigalion. Dr. ^Vatt 
was pnilifularly careiui in linnilliDg the 
Empress in eoiltefiueuce of a cn.'-e of 
Bmailpos which had, he said, been dis- 
covereJ on the vessel at Hong- 
kong. The veasel, however, had 
been thoroughly lumigated before 
sailing from that port and bad several 
times since been put through quarantine 
treatment. She was the first vessel to 
reap the benefits of the many improve- 
ments that are now in progress at Wil- 
liam Head, These includet besides a 
large disinfecting tank for washing out 
the ship with bichloride of mercury, a 
reception shed 150 feet long, where 
(I!hinamen can he comfortably houst'd, 
two Hulidiur shedH, HO feet lotig, a post 
olIi(!e for the e.xpedioiis handling of the 
mail, and the enlargement of the 
power house by nearly 200 square 
feet. The India had an un- 
eventful trip and was rather light, 
ller saloon padeengers were : lit.

PROVINCIAL LIBRARY, 

Annual Report of Mr. R. E. Gosnell Pre- 
sented to the Leeislnture. 

In his annual report presented yester- 
day Mr, R, E. Gosnell, provincial libra- 
rian, states that approximately the ad- 
ditions to the legislative library during 
1890 numbered from all sources about 
2,000, 

' An tjschange list has been established, 
whereby for such publications as the re- 
ports of the Mining Btireau, Crown 
lands surveys, and such other reports 
and pamphlets as are from time to time 
availal)le, the reports and publications 
of over one hundred institutione, includ- 
ing governments, universities, learned 
societies, boards of trade, etc., are being 
received, and the list is steadily increas- 
ing. A number of states o£ the union is 
on the list, and arrangements are heing 
made to include them all, with particu- 
lar respect to agricultural, mining and 
forestry reports and their statutes where 
possible. 

A strong ellbrt has been made to ob- 
tain the publications of the Imperial 
governiucnt, and, through the represen - 
tations of tliu Canadiiiri High Commis- 
sioner at London, Eng., a promise has 
been received that the matter will have 
the spetjial consideration of the Treasury 
authorities. 

The report further points out that a 
book is kept in which the particulars of 
every book and pamphlet received are 
set forth, and a complete statement to 
date of the condition of the library. The 
very thorough equipment of the new 
library is referred to, the arrangements 
providing for the accommodation of 11,- 
000 volumes, and when that space is 
filled an outlay of $2,400 for fixtures will 
increase the accommodation to 22,000 
volumes. In connection with pamph- 
lets and reports thanks are 
given to Mr. Ale.\-. Begg, editor 
of the Mining Record for a huge num- 
ber of valuable pnmphlels referring to 
the West and to Ciiuada generally, some 
of the reports not being contained by 
any other library in Canada. -V system- 
atic indexing of subjects of current lo- 
cal and general interest from the press 
is carried on in such a way as to be of 
easy reference. 

"As primarily a leuislatorial librnry, 
statutes, sessional papers and public 
'documents and books on constitutional 
law and political economy must have 
first consideration. Next to that come 
encyclopiiniical and statistical works 
, and then historical, biographical and 
I descriptive. In the latter class are 
j essentially included those works 
I which contain and refer to the his 
i tory of, first, the discovery and 
•exploration and general development 
I of our own province, and, next, of 
I the whole Western country, of which 
I the sources of history are common. 
1 -\fter those in order are the Dominion of 
' Canada and the wider affairs of the Em- 
' pire. Among works of reference are 
properly cliiesed the complete editions of 
j standard authors, within whose Btores 
I are garnered the best expression of the 
j Englisii language, and whose works pos- 
sess the i:iost distinguishing character- 
: istics, and portray the genius, of the 
race; and each year should see aiided 
one or more of these. 
1 " It ia upon the foregoing lines that an 
effort has been made to build up a 
librarjr, which may eventually be repre- 
Isentative of the intellectual status of 
I the province, and become a source of 
pride, as reflecting the intelligeiico as 
I well as the wealth of its people.." 
! " At various times the library has been 
. in receipt of MSS, olil volumes and other 
Bouvenira of a local historical character, 
for which 1 am directed by the cominis- 
! sioners to express their acknowledgment 
and due appreciation. In thenew build- 
ings, wl.(,-re provision exists for tlieir 
preservation, sfjecial attention will be 
given to making a collection of matters 
of a reminiscent character, and it ia 
hoped that the public w ill appreciate the 
importance of bringing together, in a 
safe and permanent abiding place, those 
remembrances of the early days which

will be treasured by their posterity as 
fitting mementoes of the pioneers who 
laid the foundations of a great common-

The librarjan-pdinta out that his duties 
inciade;6ecr;etarial work in the ofiice of 
tbe premier and. those of secretary of 
the buteaU'^of ' statistics, nnd as repre- 
sentative of the province on tiie Domin- 
ion history committee he has assisted in 
preparing the material for and revising 
the new Canadian school history, a book 
of ;i50 pages now in print. In hie private 
capacity Mr. Gosnell has under prepara- 
tion a year book of British Columbia to 
contain 400 pages, the profit after legiti- 
mate . expenses to be devoted to the 
library,

DE. MILNE HOME. 

He Tells of the Result of His Trip to 
Ottawa. 

After an absence of four weeks in the 
East Dr. Ci, L, Milne returned home 
last night. He visited Montreal, Ottawa 
and Toronto, his chief object being to 
interview the Dominion government 
with a view to getting aid from them to 
build the Vancouver, Victoria & Eastern 
railway from the coast to Lethbridge. 
In company with Senator Mclnnes, Mr. 
Maxwell. M, P., W. W. B. Mclnnes, 
M, P., and Mr. D. G. Macdonell, 
Dr. Milne had two interviews with the 
Dominion executive upon the subject of 
tbe road" of which he is one of the prin- 
cipal promoters. Tbe aid asked 
for was in the shape of a 
guiiranteo on the interest of an amount 
Budicient to build the road and this road 
would cost, Dr. Milne save, not 
more than ^17, 000,000. The com- 
pany aeked for no land grant 
and in consideration of the interest 
guarantee would make tbe road virtually 
a government one by allowing the gov- 
ernment to supervise tbe rates antl to 
make running powers for other lines 
over the road. The government promis- 
ed to take the matter into their consider- 
ation, hut gave no definite reply. In 
connection with this, Dr. Milne drew 
the attention of the government to tbe 
immense value of the district through 
which the railway would run, including 
tbe Boundary Creek country. 

Of one thing J)r. Milne said be bad 
the aesuranco of Hon. Wilfred Laurier, 
and that was that if a road were built 
through the Crow's Keat Pass it 
woukf be continued as far as the 
Hope Mountains at any rate. The 
Manitoba people were alive to the value 
of tbe western trade, and a charter is 
being applied for to the provincial legis- 
lature now sittiug at Winnipeg for aline 
from Winnipeg to Lethbridge.
